THE STEAMER ‘ZAFIRO' HERSELF 
. “AG: ; 


Tt ia now about eighteen ‘months sittco 
tho,:good fleet of the China and Munila 
Steamship Company was ‘incrensod by the 
arrival of the fins steamer Zafira, one ‘of 
the boat and most suitable vesiela which 
has ovor boon p'aced'on the Manila-Hong- 
‘kong line. This steamor, under ‘tho 
mand of Captain Talbot (certainly ona of the 
niost popinttr Captaing on this Quist), wag 
duing very govd’ work for tho Company, 
through the Agency of, Messra Russell -& 
Cu., when thera. happoried an ‘acaident 
which, to all ‘appoarance was the last of the 
good ship, The Zafire had been’ on the 
live for less than ayear, when, in a thick 
fog, she -atruck on arock off Rece Talund, 
and had to, bo beached-on Flat Island. 


The circumstances of this caaualty, and the 
plucky . way. in which Captain Talbot and 
his officers, defonded. their vessel from the 
attacks of rascally wreckers, came to light 
during the proceedings of a’ Marino Court 
of Tnguiry held here, at which the Captain 
and officers ware acquitted of all blame and 
commended for their conduct, As the ‘un- 
dorwriters elected to sell the vessel iey sha 
lay;-Mr.0, P. Chater_purchased her for 
£4000, and at once called in the services of 
Mr D, Gillios, Secretary of the Duck Com- 
pany, to get the Zaflro, raised and repaired, 
The undortaking was not an casy one; bit 
tho energy and skill brought to bear upon’ 
tho tank by Mr Gillies, Mr Cook and others 
vr tho occasion, Finally. the 
gonao of riak incurred’ by the onterprisini 
-purchaser, and the fears of. the salvors, 
wete “sot at rest ‘by the successful’ rais~ 
ing of the -vorsel. The Zafiro, which 
the Dyck Qompany contracted to restore 
to her original condition for the sum of 
$70,000, was ‘brought down to Kowloong 
Dock in, June last; and during the, last 
four months the damaged. vessel. hns been 
madé new. .
